It Is now rendered certain by official Informs* 


tion, tout Maximilian WAS shot on the IDlli ulf. 
Miramon and Mejia (Mexican generals) were ex- 
ecuted at the same time, but th*-y were llrst re- 
duced to the ranks, nnd were siiot in tbc back. 
Maximilian was shot "faced to the front." Ills 
last words were "Poor Cirlolta!" (his wife, who 
is said to be Insane In Europe.) Tbe Mexicans 
rejoiced tovcr the( event, while foreigners were 
"horror-stricken." Tbe execution nai perform- 
ed In obedience to tbe decision of n council of 
war. Baron Magnnr, the Prussian Minister in 
Mexico, telegrapheH to Juarez, protesting against 
the threatened exccntlan of Maximilian, but 
without avail. His messages concludad as fol- 
lows: "In the name of humanity snd of honor 
I adjure you to order that their lives be not tak- 
en ; acd I again repeat that I am certain that my 
sovereign, Bis Majesty, tbe King of Prussia, and 
all the crowned bends of Europe, by tUe tlesol 
blood and kindred to the prince prisoner— his 
brother, the Emperor of Austria ; Us cousin, the 
Queen of Ihe Brltllsa dlmlnions ; his brother-in- 
law, the King of the Belgians, and also his cousin, 
the Queen ol Spain and the Kings of Italy and 
Sweden, will readily agree to give Ills Excellen- 
cy, Scnor Don Benllo Juarez, all security that 
none of the prisoner* shall again tread on Mexi- 
can SOU."

Yoik.bos cauicd considerable inqunyas to its 
object and clTect. Producing oil has lor u long 
time been unprofitable from several causes, but 
ho one cause is more detrimental than the cou- 
tiuual ebaugc iu tarif!, (with the exception of the 
supply und production exceeding the demand.) 
Ill feeling has existed Iroiu the belief on tliu part 
of the producers, that the railroads km e Liken 
undue advantages and Invariably r-iiaett the rates 
at a time when tke exigencies .of the business 
seemed to retinlrc or demand a concession. 
Competition is tho life of business aud the ad- 
vantages of localities developed Uy enterprise 
and onerjrv. 
Whether Cleveland, I'ittsburg, 


New York or Philadelphia is the natural outlet 
for petroleum we will not discuss—but any corpor- 
ative combination or mouopoly using its inllu, 
ence purely for the purpose of excessive profit 
aud tbat to tbe benefit of a few nud to the disad- 
vantage of tho business men and tho public gene- 
rally, is a question debatable. 


Who'thus Is benefited by this recent advance ? 


The railroads competing have been tho New Tork 
Central, New York & Erie, Pennsylvania Central 
und a corporation belonging to the latter Co. nam- 
ed tbe Empire Line, a company ha\ing greater 
advantages, better contracts, and consequently is 


greater fraud upon the stockholders of the rail- 


roads over which this company convey their 
freights, lhau any other transit company, making 
ihcir dividends out of what should bo aud Is the 
rightful carman. «r tUl) raiiroads. It Is the duty 
of tbe officer* of' these various tun.*—._„ ,rt 
study the Interesta of the roads tboy represent. 
?V>r that purpose they are paid and for mat pur- 
)ose they are appointed to these positions of 
rust and importance. 


If tbc officers of tiic Pennsylvania Railroad can 


exert an influence that will cause high tariffs to 
be exacted by the New York railroad companies, 
this gives advantage to Pittsburg and directly 
>cnctHs the Pennsylvania Central interests, nnd 
ust as much as this Pennsylvania Central lutcreat 
can persuade tho other roads to advance freights 


Lno matter under what pretext or subterfuge,) 
above the aetwil freight paid by the EmpiroLinc, 
;o much is it to the advantage of tbat monopoly.

while the contents of a tank was being discharg- 
ed from cars on the Atlantic and Great Wuttcrn 
Railway, at the Central Way croiaiDg, Into some 
veesclc ou a platform belonging to Backus and 
Williams, and Alexander, Bchofield A Co.. a 
passing locomotive set fire to the oil, and the 
whole platform was almost instantly in flumes- 
In a Tew minutes the vessels gore way, allow- 
ing their contents to pour down the hill like a 
river of lire, submerging nud destroying every.
